throbus worth 9 s. odd Money ; that he let the Thieves in upon 
their knocking, thinking they had been the Perſons belonging torhe 
Warehouſe ; that be was not intruſted with the Cuſtody of the 
Cloth, but permitting himto have a Key tou, and paſſage throu 
it, they thought their Cloth ſecuree for his lying there. That he 
would take a thouſand Oaths, the Cluth was there that night. 
'That he confeſſed he made no Outcry when be was before Sir 
William Turner. 

Ant brob:xs (wore he made ſuch a like ſtory to him, and ſaid it was 
his weakneſsthat he did not cry out ; that his Wite was gone outthat 
morniag.by Three aclock to waſhing, as ſhe was indeed, and that 
the Thieves came about Four, and he came to them abour Five ; 
That he faid, he hicaſelt .had loſt nothing unleſs 3 or 45. of his 
Wives, and his Kettle, which Kettle tie had lent tro his own Son 
in Law, 2 days betore. 

The Son in Law to Walford ſpeaks tothe ſame effeR, thar he ſaid 
they nubled him about the Head, and bid ham go to bed, you old 
Dog, and then bound him ; that being told by Walford; wite, it was 
more like to be Evenings Work to take away the Cloth , than 
Mornings, he reply'd, for ought he knew it might beſo, for he was 
out in the Eventng, but when he came in, he did not miſsany of 
the Cloth, ' 22a, knew not what was there, - And afterwards 
ſaid, he bleſt be God he got no huer, bar id beat their Piſtols 
about his head ; and before had ſaid, he was killed. And the 
ſame Evidence the Woman gave.

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. He denied the Felony, andtold the ſtory in Court himſelf ; and

a Houle at Howndſditch, the flipt from her, and was not ſeen, till a 
Friend of hers coming tro Meſſengers houſe, undertook to find her 
ewt, and met with her. She ted them another dance, by pretending 
to go and receive money, which ſhe would fain have been per- 
mitted to do alone; but the Kinfwoman telling her, ſhe would 
not leave her, ſhe continued with them, and brought them to a 
Pewrterers ſhop, where _ fare down to drink,the young Woman 
pull'd oft her ſhoe to caſe her foot, and the Priſoner twok advan- 
tage of it, and ran away; but being overtaken, was commirred to 
Priſon.

ſent would not fave him, tor the Statute provides, that a Child 
under 10 years of age, ſhould not be abuſed with, or withour her 
Conſent. "That the Firſt Violence whereby he ſtop'd her Crying, 
"made the Rape, had it been a Woman above 10; that if the Pa- 
rents were ſo wicked, as to ofter a Compoſition, yet that made not 
ham innocent. 

The Jury not ſeeming ſatished with the Evidence, the Lord Chief 
Juſtice Scroggs and pthers were of opinion, thar the Girl that was 
Raviſhed, might give in her Teſtimony upon Oath ; but it was 
forborn for the preſent, and leftto the Jury. Who were ſent to- 
gether to conſider of their Charge, with an Officer ſworn to keep 
them according to Law. 

Ia the mean time, the Clerk for Middleſex arraigned Mary Hut- 
chins of Fulham, indicted for that ſhe, the 3d. of Octob. 1678, did 
ſteal ſome Plate and Linen, from one, to which ſhe pleaded not . 
guty, and purterh her felt upon the Countrey. 5 

Eliſabeth Gates for ſtcaling a Cup of 14 s. Value from one 
Dennu King, the 14 of Novem. 1678. She pleads not guilty, 
and pur her felf upon the Countrey. 

Atter a conſiderable ſpace of time the Jury returned, and having 
anſwered to their Names as called, agreed that the Foreman ſhould 
ſpeak for them, and gave in this Verdi. 

That Fames Fackſon was guilty of ſtealing Nicholas Fackſon's 
| Tankard. And they offered this further. 

"That Stephen Arrowſmirh was not guilty of the Rape : which 
Verdict Mr. Recorder, not conceiving it to be according to their 
Evidence, would not take from them without further deliberation, 
and labour'd to farishe them of the Manifeltnefs of the Proot. 
One of the Jury being an Apothecary, faid it was bis opinion, that 
a Child of thoſe years could not be Raviſhed. Which the Court 
told him was to Elude the Statute, that having provided a Puniſh» 
ment, had done it in vain, if there were no offence, andfo he did 
tax the Wiſdom of a whole Parliament ; Which ought not to be. 
Others of rhe Jury, becauſt the Girls were not ſworn, doubted of 
the ſufficiency of \hel Teſtimony, and they had nathing but 
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hearſay from the other Witneſſes. Bur the Court told them, in 
regard-fuch Offenders n-vyer call others to be by while they commur 
ſuch aCtions, they Could expeRt no other Teſtimony than from the 
Party injured, which they had , and with it of aneye Wirneſs, 
both whom they torbore ro Swear, becauſe of the rendernels of 
their Age; bur if they inſiſted upon it, they ſhould be Sworn. 

Upon this the Jury went out again, and while they were delibe- 
rating, information was given to the Court, that they had the two 
Children with them, which was againſt the Law. Whereupon 
the Officer appointed to keepthem, was ſent for, and it being ſworn 
againſt him, that he had admitted them in, he was ſent to Newgate, 
though he alledged another Officer brought them to him as from the 
Court, but that Officer ſwore the contrary, and therefore the other 
was detained in Cuſtody. The Jury being ſent for about this 
matter, when they came, faid, they ſent not forthe Children, nor 
deſired rohave them:and the Court to give further ſatisfattion,ſwore 
the Children, having examined them, whether they underſtood the 
nature of an Oath, and the danger of Perjury, which they gave 
a Rational account of. Andthe Jury went away again. 

That Stephen Arrowſmith was guilty of the Rape, and they 
were diſcharged till the next morning at 'Ten of the Sek: it being 
late, the Court was Adjourncd tall Seven.

Fohn Macarty, for ſtealing the ſame Tankard, pleaded Not 
Guilty, and put himſelf =_ the Countrey. 
George Cletheroe. Indifted, for ſtealing ſome Linen From one 
Fobn Delavier, he pleaded Not Guilty, and put himſelf upon the 
Coumntrey. 
Ralph Leech Indicted, for that he, the 9th. of Ofob. 1678. did 
ſteal from Henry Wood nine pair of Silk Stockings. He pleaded 
Not Guilty, and put himſelf ; the Countrey. 
A Lieutenant and fome Soldiers were Indicted for miſdemeanor 
committed by them, in endeavouring in a riotous manner to take 
away a Priſoner, the 16th. of Nowe laſt, out of the Cuſtody cf . 
one Newton, a Serjeant in London. They all confeſs'd chemkiives 
guilty of the offence, and ſubmitted rothe Mercy of the Courr. 
Whereupon Mr. Lane, Comptroller of the Chamber of London, 
being of Counſel for the King, opened the Cauſe, to give the 
Court fatisfaftion in the matter: That one Sparks being Arreſted 
_ by Newton, told the Officer, he ought notto be Arreſted, becauſe

That the Peace of the Kingdom was fo nearly concerned in this 
Cauſe, that it deſerved an exemplary Puniſhment ; and the loweſt 
Fine they would counſel him to ſet, was 2001. upon the Lieute- 


nant, 504. __ the Serjeant, and 201. a piece upon the Common 
Soldiers. Whuch was by Mr. Recorder Sentenced accordingly, with 


this Reproot. 


Ou that are the Priſoners at the Bar, the Court 

and the Government are ſenſible of the great af- 
front by you put upon the Authority of the Nation in 
general, and this City in particular, and what danger 
you might have brought your ſelves into: For you 
gave ſuch a Provocation, at ſuch a time, within the 
very heart of the City of London, that might have prov- 
ed the occaſion not onely of bloodſhed to others, bur 
utter rune to your ſelves. The Court, I fay, and the 
Government, - and your own General” being ſenſible of 
thus, and fatisfi'd of your Guilt, have brought you —_— 
D where 
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where being under the Power of Juſtice, you ht to 
receive the Sentence of Juſtice for your great Offence ; 
and becauſe your Crime is great, ſuch muſt be your 
Judgment. For though you are Soldiers, Gentlemen, 
and ought to have all due encouragement, yet you muſt 
not tlunk, by the Authority of your Arms, to control 
the Authority of the Civil Magiltrate. And becauſe the 
Lieutenant ſhould have known better his duty, and 
taught it tothem under his care, his Fine muſt be the 
greateſt, becauſe his Knowledge was, or ſhould have 
been fo, and deſerves the higheſt reſentment. The Ser- 
jzeant, who ſhould have alſo known better, muſt recive 
a Puniſhment according to his Degree. And the Com- 
mon Soldiers, though under rheir Command, yet being 
great Offenders, muſt receive an exemplary Punith- 
ment. And Ido in the name of the Court, and the 
Court doth Order, That the Lieutenant pay tor a Fine 
2ccl. the Serjeant for his Fine 5ol. and each Common 
Soldier 20/. to the King; and chat they be Committed 
till they pay theſe ſeveral Fines.

ween him and one Thomas Topping, and one Fames Sanders, 
concerning our Sovereign Lord the King, and the Religion in 
the Kingdom eſtabliſhed ; he the ſaid Matthew Momford laid he 
wasa Papilt: Upon which the faid 7o and Senders told him, 
he was not- fit to be a Soldier then in the Kings Service. He re- 
pli'd, I hopeto fee you all burn'd, and to be at the burning of you. 
Tothis Indiitment for a Contemptand Miſdemeanor he pleaded 
Not guilty, and put himſelt upon the Countrey. 

Then the Priſoners were called to look to their Challenges, the 
Jury ſworn, and Proclamation being made for Information and 
Proſecution, as before, they were charged to enquire, Firſt, of 
- William Brayn, for ſtealing a Gelding from Ambros Galloway ; 
againſt whom 

One reſtifi'd his knowledge, that it was Ambros Galloways 
Horſe; and another, that he bought it ofthe Priſoner. But Amr- 
bros himſelt, being-a Quaker, would nor, for Confcience-lake, as 
he ſaid, ſwear, and fo could give no teſtumony about tis loſing him. 
Upon which the Court directed the Jury to hnd the Priſoner Nor 
guilry for want of Evidence, and commirred the Quaker, as a con- 
cealer of Felony, tor retuſing an Oath to Witneſs torthe King. 

Thomazine Davies, tor ſtealing an Indian Gown and other 
goods, to the value of 4/.and 18s. mm Money, trom Lewis Ga» 

ng. 

L, Gaſtring, the Wite of Lews, ſwore, That going out to a 
Neighbours houſe, ſhethen loſt thoſe goods, and found them with 
the Priſoner at the Bar; that the things were in ſeveral Boxes and 
Trunks, but none broken open. 

Walter Turner depoled, That on Sunday $th. Decemb. 1678. in 
the afternoon, walking in the Alley wherethis houſe was, he did 
ſee the Priſoner pals by him with an Apron full of things; _ 
D 2 that 
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that Mrs. Gaftring coming our, wt 9Es of her loſs, he 


told her what hehad ſeen, and overtaking the Priſoner, upon pur- 
kurt theſe things were found with her. 

The Priſoner faid that another woman, with whom ſhe was 
drinking a pot of drink, gave them her, and delired her tocarry 
them for her to ſuch a place; which ſhe was going to do with the 
things in her Apron, but not telling the womans name, nor pro- 
ducing any Witneſs toprove it, the Court left ittothe Jury. 

Then Fudich Smith was tried, for ſtealing the Goods of Fobn 
Smith. Againſt whom, 

TJobn Smith, depoſed that he had loſt the Goods, inthe Indi&- 
ment, that ſhe contefled the felling of ſome part to the Brokers, 
and named many particulars, that he could not ſay, they were taken 
all atonetime, but being his Servant, ſhe had opportunuy to convey 
them away as ſhe pleaſed, and that he did not miſs them, tall a 
fortnight after the time ſhe confeſſed of raking them. 

The Priſoner for herſelf only ſaid, that her Maſter charged her 
with more than ſhe had. Upon which confeſſion of and the 
things being taken at Renncins, and not all, the day laid in the 
Indictment, "The Courtleft the value tothe Jury. | 

James Turner for a Mare, colour Brown. Upon whoſe trial, it 
__— that he had been Auterfoits acquit, the Jury were dif- 
charged of him, 

James Smith was next, for ſtealing three white Hogs from 
Leonard Sanders, who depoſed, 

That he, the laſt of Ofober, i. e. Allbolland Eve, loſt two great 
Hogs, and a little one, worth 57. that he purſued them by the Track, 
bur at laſt loſt his intelligence. 

Another Witneſs ſwore, that he met the Priſoner Smith in the 
morning of that day, when he ſaid, he was going to buy Calves, 
and after, met him driving three Hogs, a little one, and two 
ones, Which he ſaid he drove for another, not for hymſelf. Sanders 
not ſeeing the Hogs in Smiths poſletiion, nor the other Witneſs not 
minding them, could tell the marks, and therefore the Court asked 
the Priſoner, whoſe Hoggs they were that he drovethat day, he 
denied he ever hadany, or ſawany. Whuch Evidence being un- 
certain as to the particulars charged, the Court left tothe difcretion 
of the Jury. 

Matthew Momford, for. his contempt and an{demeancr, in 
fpcaking the Words, 
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. One of the Witneſſes ſwore, that the Priſoner being at his houſe 
to drink, u ſome dilcourſe ſaid, he had been « Papiſt ſeaven 
years: then ſaid he, you are not hit to ſtand Sentinel where the King 

flethy- for you may kill him s he goes by you. - Then in a fume 
be replied, I hope to fee you burned, and be atthe Burning of you. 

The other ſaid, that Momford faid he was a Sraffordſbire man: 
then ſaid the other, you mult be a Papiſt, for all the Momfords in 
Staffordſhire are Papilts, he replied ſo was he. "Then you are not 
fit to be a Souldier ; he in a pathon cri'd our, he hoped to ſee us all 
burnt, and be at the burning of us. They bottrſaid he was in 
drink, with which the Priſoner would have excuſed the matter, 
but the Court told him it was noexcule, but an aggravation. And 
left him to the Jury. 

The lait was fobn Spirtle, tor ſtealing the goods of Humphrey 
Wyeb. Aganſit whom 

Wych gave Evidence that he loſt ſuch goods asare charged in thes 
Indictment, and found them in the Cuſtody of the Pritoner, and 
thatthe value was 7s. And one Bayley depoſed, that being a neigh» 
bour of Mr. Wych, and ſnting in his Shop, he ſaw two Women 
and a Man, ſtanding at H/c4 his door, hrit one woman went in, then 
both, and went away, agd the man went 1n, and coming out with 
ſomething under his Coat, he went and follow'd him, telling him 
what he had was not his own, and called to the man of the houle, 
who coming out owned the things. 

The Priſoner faid he found them atthe door, but the Conſtable 
upon his Oath teſtih'd that he contefled at hs raking, that he had 
them outot the Drawer. "The Courtletritrothe Jury, who after 
a little receſs being agreed of their Verdict concerning theſe Pri- 
ſoners, brought it 1n thus. 

That Thomazthe Davies, is guilty to the value of 104d. 

That Judith Smith, is guilty to the valuc of 1d. 

That Hilkam Brayne, 13 not guilty. 

That Tames Smith, 1s not guilty. 

That Matthew Morford, 1s guilty. 

'Fhat Folm Sprrtle, 1s guilty ro the value of $5.

Fohn Paine, who had confeſſed himſelf guilty of Felony upon his 
Arraignment, for marrying a ſecond Wife, the firſt being alive, 
did defire the benefit of his Majeſtes late Gracious Act of Par. 

Which the Court upon peruſal of the Act thought fit to grant 
him, but told him that he oughtto make a recompence to the par-

Suſan Banſter, for ſtealing goods of 131. value, and who had 
been ſentenced to be tranſported betore.

Hopkanr, an Intantet 8 years of Age. 

Nicholas Bradſbaw, tor high Treaſon, in chipping the Coyn of 
this Kingdom. 

Jobn Leak, for ſtealing Cloth off of the Tenters, contrary to 
the Statute 1n that caſe provided. 

Edward Preſton, tor ſtealing of a Mare. Which by Statute alſo 
1sdeprivedof beneht of Clergy. And, 

Nathamel Ruſſell, tor the Murder of William Afrdgley. 

Theſe Perſons being ſeverally called tothe Bar, _ told of their 
Convictions, were demanded of, what they could ſay toarreſt the 
judgment of Death: they could alledge enking and therefore 

Proclamation being made for Silence, whale judgment was in 
giving, the Recorder ſpoke tothem thus. 


You 
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Ou that are the Priſoners at the Bar have been 
ſeverally Indicted of ſeveral Offences, and upon 
your Trials, you haye had the benefit of the beſt of 
Laws, becauſe you have had the liberty of making 
our defence to the ſeveral Accufationz whereof you 
nave been accuſed, You have been fully heard, nd by 
Perſons of known integrity, who have been Triers of 
the Fact, and Countrey-men of your own, ſworn to do 
you Right; you have been Convicted of the ſeveral 
Offences wherewith you ſtand Charged,and nothing re- 
mains, fave onely tor the Court todo that Duty whuch 
the Law requires of them, to give Judgment upon 
thoſe Vercidts by which youltand Convicted. 

This is a Duty incumbent on the Court, though a 
ſad one ; and I muſt contefs, I cannot but be much trou- 
bled to ſee Youth arrived to that heighth of Debau- 
chery, notwithſtanding the frequent Examples thar are 
found in this Place. So that I muſt fay, and Itremble ro 
think I am obliged rtofay, That the trequent Examples 
of this Place ſeem rather to be Examples to ſome to out- 
do the Villanics that are puniſhed here, than to deter 
them trom the commitiion of them. 

When I fee ſome among you there, that now ſeem 
mighty tull of griet, and tenſe of the deplorable con- 
dition you have brought your ſelves into; who have 
had Mercy ſhewn them here, and yet continue to offend 
ſo gracious a King; when nothing will work upon 
you, but you wil! perſiſt in fo vile an habit of wicked- 
neſs ; it ſcems to me, that abſolutely neceſſary Judg- 
ment be ſpeedily executed upon you, there being ſo 
ſmall hopes of Retormation. I- ſpeak this to. let the 
World know, Mercy is not to be ſhewn to ſuch, as after 
torgavnels ſin yet worſe, 

And 
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And in as much as you have received fair and full 
Trials, upon which you have been Convicted, you have 
by your own vile carriages forfeited that Life, which | 
you might elſe have happily enjoyed ; and ſhorten'd 
thar, which by your own induſtry you might have pre- 
ſerv'd and lengthen'd, to the comfort of your ſelves and 
Friends, and the good of your Generation. And now it 
remains onely tor you to take care of that little, very 
little time that is left you, to improve it tothe utmoſt, 
for the advantage of your immortal Souls. For having 
by your great wickedneſs and publick aftronts to the 
Jaſtice of the Nation tortcited your hves, it will be 
needful for you to employ the minute of breathing time 
to prepare for Eternity. For though the Law do inflict 
the puniſhment of death on you here, you have God in 
Heaven, an4 a bleſſed Saviour and Redeemer, to whom, 
upon Conteſlion and Repentance, you may with hopes 
apply your ſelves for mercy in the World to come. 

And it will be the duty of every good Chriſtian, not 
onely to take care, that being warned by your Examples, 
they avoid the miſchiets = have run into, but alſo to 
zoyn their Prayers, and all the aſliſtance they can con- 
tribute, to the ſaving of your Souls, who by your Crimes 
have thusdeſtroyed your Bodies. 

Some of your Offences are of a more vile,more black, 
and more dangerous nature than others ; one of you 
ſtands Convicted of that moſt horrid Crime, Murder, 
blood which cries out to Almighty God tor vengeance ; 
Murder, I cannot but fay, without any provocation ; 
which is not onely an oftence againſt the Law of God, 
but even againſt Nature, for one man to deſtroy another 
without a provocation. It there were no ſuch thing as a 
God in Heaven, or Juſtice upon Earth, Nature it felf 
teacheth a man not to be barbarous to his own likeneſs. 

There- 
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Therefore it will become thee to uſe all the tears: thou' 
canſt ſhed, to waſh away the blood thou haſt ſpilt, and 
that will not be enough to take off thy guilt; for 
nothing but the precious blood of our dear and bleſicd - 
Lord and Saviour, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, can fave a 
man that is guilty of fo great and horriblea wickedneſs 
as ſhedding innocent blood. 

And tor the reſt, their offences have been ſuch, as by 
the Law are to be puniſhed with death. It will become - 
you to betake your ſelves to R ce ; and I expect 
it from him whoſe proper buſineſs it is, that he give 
y= all the affiſtance he canto promote ſo good a work, 

y helping you to ſpend your little time well, in order 
to a happy Eharniey, This I have ſpoken in charity to 
your $ 2 therefore in the yg the —_ 
pronounce thus Judgmene ou all, fave onely the 
Youth that is convicted lor allagls the Kings Coin, 
That you ſhall go from hence to the place from whence you 
came, and from thence to the place of Execution, where 
you ſball ſeverally be hanged by your necks till you be dead; 
and Fehovah the Lord of Heaven and Earth have mercy 


upon your Souls. 


Then he applied himſelf to the Toung Man 
for Treaſon, thus :

tices of Loxdox have got ſuch a Trade of abuſing their 
Maiters by Clipping, and ſuch tricks, which they are 
encouraged to by a pack of Goldſmiths Men, who are 
fit for-their purpoſe, that if ſome of them be not made 
Examples, it will be the ruine of many. It is a diſeaſe 
that will run through the whole Flock. AndI am forry 
to ſee you the firſt ſad lamentable inſtance of that Ju- 
ſtice, which muſt paſs againſt Offenders of that kind, 
whole modeſty ſhould have prevail'd upon you, not one- 
ly to look like a vertuous Boy, bur ſo to have acted. 

- But in as much as thou haſt offended the Law, it will 
become thee alſo, it thou haft oftended thy Maſter or 
any body elſe, to make them what reparation thou 
canſt, by making confeſſion of the offence, and diſco- 
vering the Partics that were concerned with thee, who- 
cvcr they arc. For there can be no better means for Sal- 
vation un the next World, nor hopes of Mercy in this 
World, than by conteſſing thy Crimes, and telling the 
Accomplices, and *tis my advice, Tell all thou knoweſt. 
But I muſt declare the Judgment of the Law, which is 
this, and the Court doth award it, 

That you are to go from hence to the place from whence 
you came,'.and from thence be drawn on a Hurdle to the 
place of Execution, where you ſhall be hanged by the neck 
till you be dead, and the Lord have mercy upon your Soul. 


Then Suſan Banſter being asked what ſhe could fay in delay 
of Execution, ſhe deſired ro be Tranſported. 

Then the Priſoners Convict tor Petty Larceny, who were theſe, 
George Cletheroe, Samuel Thompſon, Mary Read, Mary Hiphins, 
Margaret Smith, Mary Hutchins, Richard Symell, Thomazne

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Ou the Priſoners at the Bar, I have obſerved in 
the time that I have attended here, that your 
Pick-pockets, Shop-lifters, and you other Artifts, which 
I am not ſo well acquainted with, which fill up this 
place, throng it moſt with Women, and generally ſuch' 
* -asſhe there, Mary Hiptins, with whom no admonitions 
will prevail. They are ſuch, whoſe happineſs is placed 
in being thought able to teach others 10 be cunning 
in their wickedneſs, and their Pride is to be thought 
more ſhe than the reſt : A parcel of Sluts, who-make it 
their continual ſtudy to know how far they may ſteal, 
and yet ſave their necks from the Halter, and are as per- 
teft in that, as if they had never been doing any thing 
elſe. But take notice of it, you that will take no warn- 
ing, I paſs my word for it, it c'er Icatch you here again, 
I will rake care you ſhall nor eaſily eſcape. 

And the reſt of thoſe Women, that have the impu- 
dence to ſmoke Tobacco, and gusſle in Ale-houtes ; 
pretend to buy Hoods and Scarts, onely to have an 
opportunity to ſteal them, turning Thieves to maintain 
rw luxury and pride : So far ſhall you be from any 

ope of mercy, if we meet with you here for the future, 
that you ſhalfbe fureto have the very rigour of rhe 
Law inflicted on you. And I charge him that puts the 
Sentencein Execution, to do it c lly, and particu- 
hrly totake care of Mrs. Z/jpkins, ſcourge her ſound- 
ly ;. and the ether Woman that us'd to ſteal Gold Rings 
aa a Countrey Dreſs ; and fincethey may have a mind 
$0 it this cold weather, let rhem be well heated. 

Your Sentence 1s. this, That you be carried from 
hence to the place from whence you came, and from thence 
be drazg'd tid to a Carts-tail through the jtreets, your 
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Bodies being ſtript from the Girdle upwards, and be 
Whipt till your Bodies bleed. 


John Leak, who was found guilty of ſtealing Cloth. off the 
Tenters, and received Sentence of death for it, according to the 
A&t in that caſe, which alſo gives the Court power to Tranſport 
the Party, if they ſee fit, was by the Court Reprieved in order to 
Tranſportation, _ able Sea-man, and one that had done the 
King good ſervice at Sea. 

The Priſoners Fined for Treſpaſs and Miſdemeanor, were Mat- 
thew Momford, Thomas Johnſen, and obs Tohnſon. 

To Matthew Momford, who was the Soldier that had ſpoken 
ſuch bad words, Mr. Recorder gave this Admonition : 


ba: the Priſoner at the Bar, fee now the great In- 
convenience that comes upon the debauchery of 
ſome People; you that ſeem to have no Religion in 
the World but when you are drunk. But you mult not 
think, drunk or ſober, to revile the Proteſtant Religion, 
and go unpunilhed tor it. Let the times be thought ne- 
n_ dangerous, yet [I _ it. will be always ſeen, thar 
the Magiſtrates of this City and Kingdom dare tell all 
Mankind, They doand will own the Proteſtant Religji- 
on, and dare curb the proudeſt He, who ſhall preſume to 
tranſgrels our Laws, or offer to reproach our Religi- 
on. And all the Prieſts and Jeſuits they have ſhall never 
blow up any man to that heighth of Impudence, as to 
dare do any thing in contempt of the Government, -or 
affront to Qur Keligion, but we will be ſure: co take 
down his pride, and make him know that he ſhall be 
ſubject to Juſtice.

To Thomas and Joby Johnſon, who ſtole the Lead off the top 
of Stepney-Church, he ſpoke thus: ;
